The Jewish Hew Year. 


Last evening the festival of the Hosh 


Hashonah," or "New Year," was com- 
menced by the Hebrews throughout th 
world 
We are told by an authority that 


the coming year is 5650 
The date of the 


festival is calculated by the lunar and not 
by the solar year. Thus the holiday was 
celebrated last year on Sept 6, the nol1 


day continues one week. Only the first 
day and the last are celebrated in the 
synagogues by the Reformed Israelites, 
but the Orthodox Jews observe the first 
two and the last two days. The inter- 
vening days are semi-festival. It is the 
custom to tastefully decorate the syna- 
gogue with palme,flowers and evergreens, 
and the rabbis deliver appropriate ser- 
mons 
The reading of many hymns and 


prayers form a prominent pert, but 
the chief celebration is the blowing of- 
the shopfar, a trumpet made of ram's 
horns. TUe blowing is a sign of the 
proclamation thut God is King, and is a 
reminder of the blowing of the trumpets 
which the people heard when the law was 
proclaimed from Sinai. It also commem- 
orates ,the intended sacrifice of ISBBC by 
his Father Abraham on Mount Sinai. 
The festival is peculiarly styled "New 
Year," but m holy writ it is called "Bosh 
Hashonah," "Day of Remembrance" and 
the ' Day of Blowing the Shopfar "

Oriental Saddle*. 


In the matter of hard riding tne sea- 


soned and expert European will always 
beat the Oriental, for the latter is heavi- 
ly handicapped by the eastern saddle, 
which tires the horseman from the 
cramped position he is forced to mam- 
tain, the stirrup leathers are so short 
that the knees of the rider are but three 
inches below the level of his waist The 
eastern saddle has its advantages; the 
rider cannot be thrown, he can rise m 
the great shovel shapod stirrups, and 
standing fii m as a rock high above his 
saddle, can use his curved sword or 
spear with advantage, and can actually 
fire an effective shot over his horses 
ci oup at a pursuer with gun or pistol. 


The sword of the eastern horseman is 


curved and highly tempered, it is car- 
ried not at the rider's belt, but under the 
surcingle that binds the thin blanket 
that forms his bed at night down on his 
peaked saddle. The reason why tho 
Oriental horseman ishaidly e^er thrown 
is simply that the pommel of the saddle 
is furnished with a high peak, which is 
clutched in case of need, these high peaks 
are dangerous in the extreme to a Euro- 
pean's idea, but the Asiatic cannot ride 
•without them, and among the wealthy 
they are lavishly ornamented with sil- 
ver, gold, enamels and valuable gems. 


The eastern saddle, giving a very firm 


eeat as it does, enables the horseman to 
use his gun with good effect. Game is 
frequently shot from the saddle, and the 
antelope is usually hunted on horseback 
and shot 
Tho great shovel shaped 


eastern stirrup forms a firm platform 
for the foot, and its pointed corner is 
used m lieu of the spur throughout Asia. 
Spurs are unknown in Central Asia, 
though the mention of the spur, the 
name of which still remains, is fioquuit 
in Persian poetry.—Good Words

Ing the first ten numbers or tho use of a 
system of numeration to expie^a laiger 
numbers —Popular Science Monthly

'he Contents of a Safe Dumped Into 


a Canvas Basr, and a Bettered 


Mail Pouch Secured. 


Seventy Thousand Dollars of Govern- 


ment Money Overlooked—A 


Posse in Pursuit. 


MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 28.—The Motile & 


Ohio south-bound mail and passenger 
rain was boarded bv thieve* at Buoa- 
uuna, Miss, seventeen miles north of 
his city, yesterday morning. As the 
train was leaving that station two men 
mounted behind tho tender and crawled 
over into the cab of the- locomotive. 
There they covered the engineer, Jack 
jherrill, and Fireman Hurst with tusir 
revolvers. The robbers, who were well 
masked, then ordered the engineer to 
itop the train at the bridge two miles 
south of 
Bucatuuna. This order was 


given nt the point of a revolver, aud the 
jngiueu" was compeled to obey. 


Arriving at the bridge, the engineer 


and fireman were told to detaoh the mail 
and express cars from tbe balance of the 
train aud to pull these two cars across 
:he bridge away from the other oars. 


At that point two other men joined the 


robbers. 
The express messenger was 


then forced to dump the (Contents of a 
safe into a canvas bag. 
The amount 


thus obtained was about $2,700. 
Tbe 


bbers overlooked about $70,000 of Gov- 


ernment money en route for Florida. 
The mail car was then raided and a 
pouch filled with registered mail matter 
secured. This ponoh was made up at 
Meridian and the value of its contents 
is unknown. 
The robbers then 
fired 


several shots at the trainmen and disap- 
peared in the undergrowth. 


The train then proceeded to Citronslle, 


where a posse was made up aud started 
in search, of the robbers.
